Others had preced- 
ed Jesus in teaching 
the ways of God — 
such as Moses, Elijah, 
and John the Baptist. 
None of them had 
ever made such a 
claim as Jesus when 
He said, “I am the 
light of the world” 
(John 1:9-12). Moses 
had foretold the coming of that light. 
John the Baptist came to bear witness 
of that light, but only Jesus himself was 
the light of the world in that unique 
sense. In Jesus alone was life, and the 
life was the light of men. Life from 
Christ brings light from Christ. 

At a discussion in London, a work- 
ing man was showing what Christ had 
done to enlighten the world. He told 
the group to whom he was speaking 
that the Christian nations were the 
most progressive, the most advanced, 
the most enlightened. An infidel arose 
and said, “It is all nonsense. Gas and 
electricity have done more to enlighten 
the world than has the Bible.” “All 
right,” replied the Christian, “when you 
are dying, send for the gas man and 
the electrician,” Friends, it is easy to 
scofi and sneer and display scepticism 
when we are in health and apparently 
in no immediate danger, but when 
death draws nigh somehow the human 
heart longs to have Jesus near. 

Why is it that men are content with 
life on a low level? Why do men pre- 
fer darkness to light? The inevitable 
result of such a preference is a com- 
monplace, godiess existence and _ the 
longer such a condition continues the 
greater the spiritual blindness and the 
harder the heart becomes. Each day 
that the soul procrastinates puts that 
soul one day farther from God, so far 
as natural inclination is concerned. It 
is much easier to win the young for 
Christ than it is to bring the aged to 
God: too often their hearts have be- 
come so hardened and gnarled, their 
consciences so seared and calloused 
that it becomes hard for God to speak 
to them. Therefore, my friend, it be- 
hooves you to give your life to Jesus 
Christ now before you become hard- 
ened and unresponsive to the call of 
God upon your soul. Delay for any 
of us is infinitely dangerous. More- 
over, the man or the woman, the boy 
or girl, who delays acceptance of Jesus 
Christ is missing just that much of 
life. There is life in Christ Jesus— 
abundant, overflowing life—life that 1s 
teeming full of reality. 
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‘light on these matters. 


What darkness had settled down up- 
on the souls of men when Jesus made 
this startling announcement that He 
was the light of the world! There was 
the darkness of sin, that thing which 
in the eyes of God is exceedingly hor- 
rible; that thing that twists and per- 
verts and damns the souls of men; that 
thing that binds men to foul habits; 
that thing that blinds men to the best 
things in life; that which causes men 
and women to grind out an existence 
in the house of the devil’s servitude 
and slavery. But when Jesus came 
there was hope for every sinner. He 
came to dispel the darkness of sin, for 
He was the light of the world. When 
He came there was much uncertainty 
about God and eternity. But He 
brought light into that darkness of un- 
certainty, for when men saw Jesus they 
saw God. In Jesus they could under- 
stand what God is like. Someone has 
said that if he had a god he would 
want one like Jesus. No other would 
do, for Jesus meets the need of human 
hearts and shows a heart of love and 
pity and sympathy; and God is like 
that. 

When Jesus came there was not 
much light about eternity. The Old 
Testament itself did not throw much 
But He abol- 
ished death and brought life and im- 
mortality to light through the gospel. 
He told us about His Father’s house. 
He told us that He was going to pre- 
pare a place for us and that He would 
come again to receive us unto Him- 


self, that where He is we may be also. 


When He came materialism was 
rampant, secularism was obtaining an 
ever-increasing grasp upon the lives of 
men. But the Son of Man empha- 
sized the ever-recurrent truth that 
“man shall not live by bread alone.” 
When He came, men were in despair; 
their current religions did not satisfy. 
Indeed, religion was losing its power 
over the multitudes, and life was be- 
coming more and more without mean- 
ing. 

But into this darkness of sin, uncer- 
tainty, materialism, and despair came 
Jesus of Nazareth, and to every ques- 
tion propounded from the darkness of 
men’s minds, Jesus was able to say and 
to prove that He was the light of the 
world. He was the beacon of hope in 
the darkness. He became the guide in 
the wilderness of metaphysical ques- 
tionings. He showed up the hypocri- 
sies of the sophistries of men, and 
brought an authoritative message of 
hope, of cheer, and of salvation from 


the Lord God Almighty. “He that 
followeth me,” said Jesus, “shall not 
walk in darkness, but shall have the 
light of life.” The simile of Christ as 
the light of the world may have been 
suggested to Him by the lighting of 
the candles during the Feast of Taber- 
nacles. The great illumination thus 
afforded flooded the whole of Jerusa- 
lem with light. Wherever the light 
goes, darkness flees away. Darkness, 
you will recall, is the absence of light. 
Wherever Jesus is not, it is night—it 
is dark. But when He comes into the 
heart the whole life is flooded with 
light. 

Many of the Old Testament prophe- 
cies spoke of the coming of the Mes- 
siah in terms of light. For instance, 
Isaiah 9:2—“The people that walked 
in darkness have seen a great light; 
they that dwell in the land of the 
shadow of death, upon them hath the 
light shined.” Jesus was the incarna- 
tion of the light and the glory of God 
the Father. Paul states this truth in 
these words: “For God who command- 
ed the light to shine out of darkness, 
hath shined in our hearts, to give the 
light of the knowledge of the glory 
of God in the face of Jesus Christ.” 

Christ’s words are light; they illum- 
inate the perplexities of men’s minds. 
Christ's life is light, and in Him, as in 
the Father, there is no darkness at all. 
Moreover, Christ’s life-bringing, light- 
giving words bring freedom, for it is 
written, “Ye shall know the truth, and 
the truth shall make you free.” The 
sinner is not a free man; he is the bond- 
servant of sin. But Jesus has come to 
set the captives free. 

True religion consists in hearing and 
obeying the Word of God. The Word 
of God is revealed in the person and 
words of Jesus Christ. Therefore, in 
following Christ, becoming His dis- 
ciple, there is light for the present and 
for the future; there is life here and 
now and also in the world to come. 
Jesus Christ is the light of the world. 
In your heart, He becomes the light 
of your life, guiding you into fellow- 
ship with the Father. Jesus said, “Tf 
a man keep my saying, he shall never 
see death.” To the believer, heaven 
is already begun. He here experiences 
a blessed foretaste of those heaven 
joys which await God’s people in a 
land that is fairer than day — in the 
Father's house. 

Why grumble that the house of your 
soul is in bad repair if you refuse to let 
the Landlord in.

Reading the other day one of the 
sermons of Edward Payson, that saint 
of God who belonged to the same cate- 
gory of godly ministers that Robert 
Murray McCheyne, Fletcher of Made- 
ley, and Alfred Cookman belonged to, 
I was greatly impressed by these words, 
“When I deliver God’s message I must 
deliver it plainly: I must, to the utmost 
of my power, apply it to your con- 
sciences, in all its unbending, unac- 
commodating strictness.” No one can 
read the messages found in the two 
volumes of Payson’s sermons that 
stand side by side on one of my li- 
brary shelves without being impressed 
by the fact that he was both fearless 
and faithful as a preacher of the Word. 
One who knew him said, “His pulpit 
utterances were of the most startling 
and uncompromising character. It 
may be truly said of Edward Payson 
that he laboured not to please men, 
but God; and his pulpit thundered and 
lightened like another Sinai against 
every form of ungodliness and iniq- 
uity.” 

The volumes of his sermons that are 
now in my library once stood upon a 
shelf of the library of a California uni- 
versity, the inside of the cover of the 
_ first volume so indicating, and upon 
which has been stamped “Withdrawn.” 
When I ran across the books in a sec- 
ond-hand book store, knowing that 
Payson had been known and_honor- 
ed, .not only as a man of remarkable 
intellectual power, but as one of the 
most saintly characters the Christian 
ministry has ever known, a man who 
not only lived a triumphant Christian 
life, rendering inestimable service to 
his own denomination and to the Chris- 
tian church as a whole, but died a tri- 
umphant death, just before his de- 
parture saying, “My soul is filled with 
joy unspeakable. I seem to swim in a 
flood of glory, which God pours down 
upon me, I paid the purchase price 
without hesitation, adding the  vol- 
umes to my growing collection of val- 
uable works, and on the fly leaf of the 
first volume I wrote: 


Nobody cared to read this book, 
And so it was “withdrawn”; 
Its place a modern volume took; 
This one became a pawn; 

To modern minds it ceased to be 
Of value; so was sold; 

I found and bought it, and to me 
‘Tis worth its weight in gold. 


Payson was not only great intellec- 
tually and great spiritually: he was an 
eminently successful minister, and was 
greatly loved by the people to whom 
he ministered. They recognized him 
as a prophet of God, and believed that 
his messages to them were the messages 
of the Lord. Many lives were trans-

formed as he preached the Word, and 
preached in the power of the Holy 
Spirit. Would that all of our minis- 
ters were as uncompromising as he 
was! 

I have been looking back over the 
years of my ministry, as during the 
past few weeks I have been confined 
to my bed. I have reviewed the theme 
of my preaching, and I have been led 
to thank God that it has been my en- 
deavor, as I have preached, to preach 
God's Word, to deliver God’s message, 
and to deliver it plainly, in all its un- 
bending, uncompromising strictness. 1 
recalled to mind something that hap- 
pened during my pastorate of the Mc- 
Cabe Memorial Church in Omaha. 
That was my last pastorate in Nebras- 
ka, and was the church I served just 
before coming to California to become 
connected with the Southern Califor- 
nia Conference of the Methodist Epis- 
pal Church. It was situated in the 
fashionable West Farnum district, and 
not far from the church were the homes 
of some of the well-known million- 
aires of the city. One day a member 
of my church, a business man, called 
me into his office, and said to me, 
“Pastor, I have been wanting to talk 
to you for quite a while. More of the 
big men of our city ought to be com- 
ing to our church to hear you preach. 
You have more ability as a public 
speaker than any pastor we have ever 
had, and there is no reason why you 
should not have all the people out in 
cur part of the city running after you, 
—no reason except that your themes 
and your emphasis upon certain sub- 
jects that are out of date fail to ap- 
peal to modern minds in this busy age. 
If you will take my advice it will not 
be long until there will be such crowds 
in our church that we shall have to 
enlarge it in order to accommodate the 
people who will be coming.” I asked 
him what themes he regarded as out 
of date. “Oh,” he said, “such themes 
as regeneration, santification, the de- 
pravity of the natural man, so-called, 
hell, and: all such subjects.” Then he 
went on to say that I had entirely too 
much to say about Abraham, Isaac, 
Jacob, Moses, and all the Old Testa- 
ment characters. “They lived a long 
time ago, and had their day, and died, 
and are gone. We don’t care anything 
about them. Tell us about things that 


are up to date, and that we are in- 
terested in.” And then he added, “I 
come to church Sunday morning in or- 
der to relax, and get my mind rested 
after a busy week, and you preach 
about sin, and say it is necessary for 
people to repent if they are guilty, 
and get what you call the new birth, 
or they will be lost, and you tell us 
that even the new birth, apart from 
what you call sanctification, is not suf- 
ficient to meet the expectations of God; 
you preach such a high standard of 


living in this wicked world that no-_ 


body can possibly ever reach it, and 
every time I hear you preach I am 
made miserable, and I go away from 
the church with a heavy heart, and 
it takes me hours to get rid of the 
ioad, and some Sundays I can't get 
rid of it all.” 

I said to him, “Brother Shimer,’—!} 
can mention his name, for he is here 
on the earth no longer; he has gone te 
render his account to God, — “what 
themes do you suggest that I preach 
on?” For quite a while he would not 
not tell me; he simply insisted I should 
cease preaching on the themes I had 
been preaching on, and should preach 
on themes that are up to date. I in- 
sisted that he tell me what themes he 
regarded as up to date, what themes 
he thought would afford him comfort, 
and make it easy for him to relax in 
church on Sunday morning, and go 
away at the end of the service feel- 
ing that he had been rested rather than 
disturbed. Finally he said, “Preach 
about the birds, the stars, and _ the 
flowers. If you will use your powers 
of speech in telling us about these, 
and things that are akin to these, you 
will have crowds coming to hear you, 
and we shall all be happy.” 

Of course I could not comply with 
his request, and be true to my Lord. 
And so I continued to deliver God’s 
messages. After a while he became so 
troubled that he ceased to attend 
church. When it became known that 
I was leaving Omaha, and coming to 
California, he called me into his of- 
fice, and said, “Brother Gortner, I es- 
teem you more highly than any pastor 
I have ever had. I believe you are a 
real man of God, and that you would 
do what you believe God would have 
you do if all the people were to advise 
you to do otherwise. I esteem you as 
a man of character and convictions. I 
believe you have done your best as you 
believe God has led you to see what 
that best was. Your preaching has not 
changed me much, but it has been my 
fault, not yours. I may never see you 


again, as you are leaving for Califor- 
nia. I have called you in here today 
to tell you that, if at any time in the

[t is not just a play on my Swiss name 
that titles this A Layman’s Report. It has 
occurred to me that perhaps a report on 
nussions from a lay member may be of 
interest to a certain section of our fellow- 
ship—our business men, for example. My 
trip to West Africa was inspired by the 
very natural inducement o; seeing a son 
and his family residing in Accra, Gold 
Coast. After ten months on the mission 
field, 1 am wondering why I should have 
had to have a son on the field before I 
would make the investment in such a 
trip. The hearty reception received at 
every station has brought joy, and I have 
been enriched. 


We first touched Africa at Dakar. We 
have no mission there. It was learned 
later that our Assemblies of God Mission 
of French West Africa was in the Upper 
Volta section of Ivory Coast, Northern 
Togoland and Dahomey. A mission sta- 
tion in Dakar is evidently not essential 
to the development of the interior work, 
as we found all stations thriving. 


Our stop at Freetown with the John 
Kennedys was short but most refreshing. 
Brother McNutt, our West Africa build- 
er, had completed a lovely place of wor- 
ship. Here, as in all large cities of West 
Africa, one is struck with the fact though 
some of the large denominational 
churches have been established in them 
for a centry or more, yet just a few miles 
away there are villages without a witness 
for Christ. 

At Freetown a section of our Assem- 
blies of God indigenous church went 
along with us aboard ship as stevedores 
to handle cargo. Although unknown to 
me, they soon announced their presence 
with their songs. Each night they gather- 
ed on the deck and with instruments rig- 
ged out of tin cans, beer bottles, odd 
blocks of wood, or a piece of pipe they 
were soon “in rhythm.” Their songs 
reached the sun deck. An S. I. M. mis- 


future, it matters not where you may 
be, you find yourself in need, and you 
will let me know, if I have a dollar on 
earth, I will divide it with you.” 

And so I learned that even the man 
who does not like the preaching that 
is plain and pointed, and in strict har= 
mony with the Word of God, honors 
the preacher who dares to be true to 
God, and deliver God’s messages rath- 
er than those messages that he thinks 
will be pleasing to the people to whom 
he ministers and will tend to make him 
popular in the eyes of men. 

My brethren in the ministry, how 
much better to be popular with God 
than with men! Let us be true to Him.

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sionary accompanied me on visits with 
them and also preached to them. ] 
tasted the fruit of someone’s planting 
and it was good. | 

In Liberia we braved a surf boat trip 
for a brief visit to Monrovia. The torren- 
tial rains made us seek shelter again and 
again. After one sudden downpour I 


learned that I had rushed past liveried: 


guards and had been graciously seated 
on the veranda of the presidential man- 
sion. In this city Brother McNutt had 
built another lovely church building. 
Owing to bad weather we were com- 
pelled to return to the ship without see- 
ing our mission home there. 


We lay off shore at Marshall, Liberia, 
the home of the great Firestone rubber 
plantation. Here again the Assemblies of 
God converts were in evidence in the 
boats carrying Firestone freight. | One 
young man told me there is a large as- 
sembly of believers near Marshall who 
“meet every night.” ... Although largely 
interior, ours is the largest mission in 
Liberia, with over a hundred native 
workers and a compliment of over 40 
Americans. 

Brothers E. L. Friend, A. E. Wilson, 
Charles Greenaway, and my son came 
aboard ship at Takoradi before the Gold 
Coast immigration officer appeared. I 
must join the long list of others who have 
expressed appreciation for the services 
rendered to incoming and outgoing mis- 
sionaries at Takoradi, Accra, and Kumasi. 
Literally tons of equipment, baggage, 
and building materials have moved from 
the coast to Kumasi and inland. Most 
of Ivory Coast baggage has gone in this 
manner. I was pleased to learn that the 
mission operates its own truck transport, 
which saves thousands of dollars in hand- 
ling goods. In terms of “cold dollars” 
this saving will go a long way toward 
justifying the heavy expenditures made 
in opening up the coastal stations. In 
conversation, every member of the Field 
Committee expressed his disappointment 
at the failure to have built the bungalows 
in these places two years ago, even on 
contract. The rents have been unreason- 
able, and if added to the present costs of 
building would make the new bungalows 
embarrassingly expensive . . . Brother 
McNutt is now building in Gold Coast. 
We rejoice that within two months, two 
bungalows will have been completed 
and the third should be ready for oc- 
cupancy by November. This means re- 
turns on money invested and not a sheaf 
of rent receipts. 


' Everywhere I went the missionaries 


were talking “Indigenous church.” It is 
planned that the greater portion of the 


coming field convention will be given to 
this discussion. The Field Committee 
will not even recommend the raising of 
funds in America for church buildings 
unless the congregations are apprised of 
conditions and agree to pay back the. 
amount expended. In this way the money 
spent will be ready for a new investment 
as time elapses. It places the responsibil- 
ity where it should be—on the African 
church. It will hasten the date of 
maturity. 


Thank God we acted upon the advice 
of Brother Murray Brown, while in New 
York City, and purchased five 50-gallon 
barrels of gasoline. This enabled us to 
make a tour of 4000 miles to visit our 
stations throughout Gold Coast, Togo- 
land, Dahomey, and Ivory Coast. 


Two hundred thirty miles of most 
scenic road leads from the coast through 
heavy jungle lands and forest to “the 
savannah’—the grass land. At a point 170 
miles inland one reaches Kumasi—a hub 
city with railroad and roads as spokes of 
a wheel reaching out in every direction. 
Of course these were meant to serve the 
cocoa and timber industries, but they 
serve Christ as well. A systematic evange- 
lization of the villages around Kumasi 
has resulted in a harvest of souls. Brother 
and Sister Wiles are the resident mission- 
aries there. Just before we arrived a real 
outpouring of the Holy Spirit had set a 
section on fire. A new group of converts 
were taken by surprise as they prayed. 
Six received the Holy Spirit’s baptism, 
then four, then every believer in the vill- 
age. It has spread on and on. More than 
90 have accepted Christ and were bap- 
tized in water since this outpouring. 
What an inspiration! 

Kumasi, like Takoradi and Accra, 
needs church buildings. In these large 
cities, building specifications require a 
building beyond the means of these 
small groups as they now exist. It is sin- 
cerely hoped that the recommendations 
of the Field Commmittee for financing 
these buildings can be speedily executed. 

Our oldest Gold Coast station is actu- 
ally in British Togoland, at Yendi. We 
rejoice in the work being accomplished 
by Misses Smith and Wickman and the 
African workers . . . We were humbled 
at the graves of Guy Hickok and Beulah 
Buckwalter. These two laid down their 
lives there several years ago. There is no 
way to express our feelings when stand- 
ing in the place of sacrifice. I am told 
that much fruit of their labors still re- 
mains. ; 

We visited the location for the new 
maternity clinic as planned at Sabobo, 
among the Konkombas. The District 
Commissioner’s bungalow is being rent- 
ed for only a token rental. This is a gra- 
cious evidence of God’s blessing. One 
year ago someone introduced himself by 
saying, “I am the one who is keeping the 
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Word of God out of Konkomba.” Today 
the government has made a bungalow 
available to our mission. 


Some time was spent at Tamale. The 
singing of the Christians was a spiritual 
tonic. The local church is fully self-sup- 
porting with a full-time pastor. Local 
village work is conducted among the 
Dagombas by several lay workers. An 
outstation is also supported at the river 
crossing at Yeji. Brother and Sister Ar- 
nold Weston have been resident here at 
Tamale, but their attention is being giv- 
en to training courses for the African 
workers. They have completed their 
“Life of Christ” in the Mampruli lan- 
guage and it is being printed. 

The language of the Mamprusi people 
was reduced to writing by Brother and 
Sister Weston during their last tour. The 
reading course based on Scripture, was 
faithfully employed by Brother and Sis- 
ter Floyd Thomas for three years. When 
I visited the Wale Wale station Brother 
and Sister McCorkle, our new mission- 
aries, took me to village after village 
where groups of “readers” and converts 
were meeting. There has been a tre- 
mendous spread of the gospel in this 
area and it is largely self-supporting. 

We received a big hug and a grand 
report from Brother Murray Brown at 
Dapongo, in French Togoland. Six had 
recently received the Holy Spirit—and 
the fire is spreading. Even little Elaine's 
parrot was saying, praise the Lord. 

We visited an outstation where a 
young man and his wife were building 
their compound and preaching the gos- 
ped while supporting themselves. The 
chief here is very receptive. We found 
two educated Africans giving full time 
to the translation of the Scriptures into 
the Somba language when we visited 
Brother and Sister A. E. Wilson at Nat- 
titingou, Dahomey. It was a thrill to 
see the Living Word flow into this new 
channel. lt was from the French to the 
vernacular. 


Brother and Sister Edward Simmons 
and Brother and Sister Paul Moore were 
teaching regular classes at Kouberi, the 
Mosseland Bible school. There are 48 
students attending classes, and, in addi- 
tion, a large women’s work in connection 
with the local village. Here we saw the 
foundation being laid and the plans for 
the new school building. In my opinion, 
training for leadership should be given 
priority in all West Africa. 

We merely “visited” the headquarter 
station at Ougadougou. Brother Hall, 
the field superintendent, was away but 
we enjoyed fellowship with Sister Hall 
and family and Brother and Sister Flat- 
tery. The two newest members of the 
staff, Betty Ann Hall and Doris Ann 


Flattery, were the center of attraction. 
We did not see the new station recent- 
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ly opened by Brother and Sister Flattery 
at Tieble among the Gournsi people, 100 
miles south of Ougadougou, but Brother 
Flattery showed us the new reading 
courses he has printed and Scripture 
portions that were translated in conjunc- 
tion with Brother Hall of Ivory Coast 
and Brother F. W. Thomas and Sisters 
Smith and Wickman of Gold Coast. Sev- 
eral, including the head fetish priest. 
have been saved and some have been 
filled with the Holy Spirit. 

Brother Sanders of Ouahigouya took 
us to their new church building being 
erected in the very center of the city. 
The Christian people working on it 
moved as though they were building a 
temple. And it is a temple indeed. The 
work in the surrounding area is constant- 
ly growing. He told me he had 14 na- 
tive workers which are supported local- 
ly. 

We found 14 missionary children gath- 
ered tor this special camp at Koudougou. 
Brother and Sister Harold Jones had ar- 
ranged for our party as well. Beds ev- 
erywhere—on the house top, in the front 
room, and even in the chapel. We at- 
tended Sunday morning services in a real 
“storehouse.” The church had so pros- 
pered that its capacity had to be more 
than doubled. Since the building is of 
mud arch construction even to the roof,

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OUR NEW CAMPGROUND

This issue comes out in the midst of 
the camp meeting; so an up-to-date pic- 
ture is not given with present facts. It is 
very probable that most of the lots will 
be sold during the camp meeting and 
many more will have paid up on their 
lots. 

At this writing (July 17) there are still 
76 lots unsold, with a valuation of $33,- 
075. There are 52 yet not paid in full, the 
amount due totaling $15,975. Letters 
have been sent urgently requesting pay- 
ment, as the finances are needed to meet 
the payroll and the bills for materials. 
With this money coming in, we would be 
able to meet the pressing needs. 

Crews are busy rushing the work to 
completion so we can open on the night 
of August 2. The office, store, bookroom, 
and Spot are completed, and the cement 
floor is being poured in the dining hall. 
We should be ready to put in the stoves, 
sinks, fixtures, etc. by the 21st. The taber- 
nacle is fast nearing completion, at least 
so as to be usable., New benches are be- 
ing built by the labor of the pastor and 
carpenters of Bethel Church in San Fran- 
cisco. The area around the tabernacle is 
being leveled for a last-minute covering 
of decomposed granite. All in all it is 
work, work, work. Outside carpenters 
have been busy for weeks on the job 
and many of the brethren have been 
working steadily while others come in 
for a day or so to help out in the build- 
ing. : 

The dam is completed and the first 
water tank is installed. The pipe lines are 
laid for the tabernacle area, and it is ex- 
pected that water will be flowing about 
the 21st. Large concrete septic tanks have 
been built. These necessitated much dig- 
ging and even the use of equipment to 
operate air tools. 

It has been a tremendous project, but 
faith and works will make it a completed 
one. Praise the Lord! Faith in the camp- 
ground has been attested to by the 180 
who have bought lots and the generous 
contributions from individuals and 
churches. 

At present there are six cottages under 
construction. Several more lot owners 
plan to build this year. About a dozen 
more lots have been cleaned or leveled

The sale of the St. Helena campground 
is now a reality. Money is in escrow 
and the necessary papers to consummate 
the sale have been authorized by the 
District presbytery. 

A Christian man has purchased the 
grounds for continuation and further de- 
velopment as an auto camp. The church 
property is being retained by the District 
for the local congregation. 

The selling price is $30,000. Consid- 


ering the value of the church as over 
$10,000 and that $20,000 is the value of 
the property held by leaseholders, the 
estimated selling price is around $60,000. 
We feel that the Lord has directed in 
this, as many hesitated to sell to an un- 
believer. May the Lord bless the new 
owner and the local church to their mu- 
tual good and both to the city and com- 
munity of St. Helena for His kingdom 
work.

You folks 
at home do not know what missionary 
work is and how precious it is to preach 
the gospel to a people religious, but 
without Christ. You folks do not know 
what evangelize really is.

The Herods are Not Dead 


“They are dead which sought the 
young child's life.” —Matt. 2:20. 

We should stand humble and _peni- 
tent in the presence of the fact that we 
have allowed them to come back to life 
who sought the lives of the young chil- 
dren. It is more than Bethlehem that is 
stricken with the frightful terror. It is 
the whole world. Never in the history 
of mankind have little children faced 
greater dangers than in this day. 

There is loose upon the earth a force 
so mysterious and so weird that no man 
now living more than dimly glimpses its 
awful potentialities. It has appeared in 
less than a dozen spots on the earth, but 
already we have been warned that it 
exercises some terrible magic over the 
genes of the race, so that monstrosities 
and malformed babies may be born to 
its survivors and their descendants for a 
thousand years to come. 

Because, in part, of the horrid fears 
it has inspired, there is a plot against the 
children of all men everywhere. Nation 
after nation is conscripting them to mili- 
tary machines for varying periods of 
years during the most crucial days of 
their lives. It is not that the militarists 


~ are Herods, but that they, like the youth, 


are victims of a Herodian system which 
is leading the whole world to a new 
massacre. 

Then there are the Herods who dress 
in Tuxedos, cover their floors with thick 
carpets, hire expensive musicians and 
clothe their diabolical designs with the 
air of respectability. They are luring 
our young to their death by the hundreds 
of thousands with expensive advertising, 
glamorized drunkenness, and callous ma- 
terialism. The night clubs of the nation 
are achieving with governmental sanc- 
tion what no enemy from without would 
be permitted to accomplish for a single 
hour. The liquor Herods ride high and 
contemptuous because the church does 
not rise up in its righteous wrath and 
strike out in defense of the young chil- 
dren.

In the little city of Bethlehem, in an- 
cient Judea, a home could be shut against 
the enemies of children, but today’s 
household is open to the contaminating 
influence of the radio liquor advertiser 
through every electric outlet: Christian 
parents who might have stood guard 
over their little ones, protecting them 
against the vulgarizing influence of 
cheap drama and fantastic detective 
stories a generation ago are quite help- 
less today, being at the mercy of the 
moral, educational, and spiritual ideals 
of the program manager at the broad- 
casting station. 
make his station pay a profit if it is to 
stay in business and on the air. Herod 
never had any such equipment with 
which to destroy the souls of Bethlehem 
babies. 

Joseph and Mary were able to flee to 
Egypt and there carry on after a fashion 
until Herod was dead but for the mod- 
er parent there is no such escape. The 
fathers and mothers who are determined 
to rear their children according to Chris- 
tian standards must be prepared to meet 
Herods at every turn of the way. 


Just now the newspapers are full of 
the condemnation of delinquent parents.

Without the slightest embarrassment 
she answered, “How should I know, I 
eat at home!” 

Later, chuckling over the vagaries of 
human behavior, I strolled down the 
street to be accosted by a newsboy: 
“Paper, Mister?” 

“Well, maybe,” I rejoined. “What’s the 
news?” “I dunno, mister; I never read the 
paper!” 

Still later, while an energetic young 
colored boy wearing dirty saddle shoes 
beat out a rapid tattoo with great interest 
while a bald-headed barber described a 
tonic guaranteed to raise hair on a bil- 
liard ball. 

Inconsistency? Yes, but no more so 
than the sad spectacle of professing 
Christians who give little evidence of 
being possessing Christians. As a wise old 
preacher once remarked: “There are two 
things we must do: believe the gospel, 
and behave the gospel.” 

Nothing could be more explicit than 
the Scriptural admonition for the chil- 
dren of God to “be doers of the Word, 
and not hearers only.” The Pauline Epis- 
tles are packed with such exhortations. 
Unfortunately, as a famous Bible teacher 
has reminded us, “We've had a feast of 
Bible intrepretation and a famine of 
Bible application!” 

The United Press some time ago re- 
ported how maintenance men at the 
University of California discovered that 
termites had eaten through a large stack 
of pamphlets in the mailing room. The 
title of the pamphlets: “Control of Ter- 
mites.” It was one thing to explain the 
theory of termite control in a pamphlet. 
and quite another to put the theory into 
practice! 

The thinking Christian is not only 
aware of the truths contained in God’s 
Word, but is faithful in applying them 
in his own experience. His entire per- 
sonality is permeated by his conception 
of God. He is careful to heed the instruc- 
tion of God’s Word to be the “servant 
of Christ, doing the will of God from the 
heart,” and to be “blameless and harm- 
less, the son of God . . holding forth the 
Word of Life.”

The Worth of One

“Enquire in the house ... for ONE 
called Saul.” (Read Acts 9:10-20). 

In this portion of scripture we have 
an account of the rather obscure, yet val- 
uable ministry of a certain disciple 
named Ananias. May we refer to him 
as a splendid pattern of a Sunday school 
worker. 

Disciple means learner, and every 
eager Sunday school worker is that. 
When spoken to by the Lord in a vision, 
he quickly responded, and after hark- 
ening to the commission was on the way 
to the street called Straight. Note the 
tirst word of instruction to him was, 
“Arise . . . go into the street . . . enquire 
in the house of Judas for one...” Sure- 
ly here is encouragement for house to 
house visitation, and with what mighty 
results. 

Are there not yet Sauls, Samuels, Ste- 
phens, Sarahs, whose house on Straight 
street is yet waiting for the enquirer? 

Before Moody preached to the multi- 
tudes, he went out and brought in the 
boys and girls to a Sunday school that 
outgrew its quarters. On one occasion 
he went into an underground saloon 
where the keeper had two lovely little 
girls that played on the street in front 
of the saloon. On being asked by the 
saloon keeper, “What will you have?” he 
replied, “I will have those two little girls 
for my Sunday school.” He took the 
necessary measures to win them and was 
successful. 

God spoke to Ananias by vision, and 
“where there is no vision, the people per- 
ish.” A God-given vision will put you 
out on the street enquiring from house 
to house and even for one. 

Ananias had heard of Saul. And Saul 
had been more than a bad boy; his rep- 
utation was that of a dangerous man 
with an effective and far-reaching influ- 
ence and authority. 

But the Lord said unto him, “He is a 
chosen vessel unto me.” As far as the 
Scripture record is concerned, Ananias 
was the first man to hear of what God 
was going to do with this one found in 
that house and on that street. He was 
one of the first New Testament Sunday 
school workers to know the thrill of 
finding a Saul in a house on a street.

Would his own 
soul not rejoice in remembering the brief 
but important Damascus ministry that 
was his privilege in those beginner and 
primary days of this glorious trophy ot 
God’s grace? 

Next to my dear family, compass my 
later days about with memories of such 
accomplishments, let my couch be at- 
tended by precious lives found in a 
house, on a street, brought to a place of 
worship and instructed in the Word of 
the Lord, blossomed out into noble man- 
hood and womanhood, you will not 
find me envying any earthly prince or 
king or potentate. 

Ananias gave Saul his first Christian 
instruction, prayed for him, probably 
baptized him, saw him receiving his 
sight, and no doubt was present when 
Saul was filled with the Holy Ghost— 
and was thrilled to the depth of his be- 
ing as he heard Saul preach Christ at 
Damascus. 

Dear Sunday school worker, yours is 
a glorious task, an unparalleled oppor- 
tunity, a fruitful field, a real strike. Be 
like unto Ananias with vision, readiness; 
enquire at that house, on that street, for 
that one. In finding, be able to instruct 
them, pray with them, to prepare them 
meat, and the church will not be at a 
loss for apostles. 

This lesson seems so blessedly appli- 
cable to all teachers for any class of the 
Sunday school. May it bless your heart 
as it has mine. We may not preach and 
shine as Stephen, or be a co-laborer like 
Barnabas; but I believe we can have a 
part like Ananias.

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PENTECOSTAL BELIEVERS

Just recently the 80th Congress pass- 
ed a bill whereby 200,000 displaced 
persons can be admitted to the United 
States over a period of two years. Sta~ 
tistically, it is noted that approximate- 
ly 60 per cent of these DP’s are Prot- 
estants, 20 per cent Jewish, and 20 pei 
cent Roman Catholic. The high per- 
centage of Protestants is due to the fact 
that people from the Baltic countries— 
Lithuania, Latvia, and Esthonia, now 


annexed by Russia, are given prefer- | 


ence. And these countries are predom- 
inently Protestant. 

I have read several articles in our 
full gospel publications making spirit- 


ual applications of the DP’s and their 
It is highly ques- | 


hopeless condition. 
tionable, however, if the readers of 
these lines have ever stopped to realize

that there are thousands of full gos- 


pel believers in war-ravaged 


areas 


around the globe who are frantically — 


trying to get passports and admittance 
permits to the United States of Amer- 
ica. Since there is no agency in evan- 
gelical circles that has concerned _it- 


self with the unhappy lot of these DP’s. © 


they are turned back by the staff of 
American consulates everywhere, and 
while other families are preparing to 
leave their countries to establish new 
residence and start new lives in the 
land of plenty, they are forced to re- 
main. For many of these families there 
is absolutely no hope nor possibility 
for the future, since the breadwinners 
are emaciated and weak and cannot 


be nursed back to life to the extent . 


that they could obtain positions that 
would allow decent livelihood. 

It is not enough that we send food 
and clothing overseas, but for these um 
fortunate people a way must be made 
to bring them to the United States. 

Brother Perkin has been making ef- 
fort to further the work Church World 
Service has done in helping our DP’s. 
There are Russian Pentecostal refugees 
now stranded in Shanghai. Brother 
Scratch, one of our Canadian mission- 
aries, has been allowed to visit a ref- 
ugee camp in Lanchow, China. The 
Chinese government has threatened to 
return these brethren to Soviet Russia 
if they cannot be relocated. This, of 
course, would mean certain death. 

Church World Service, the official 
relief agency for the major Protestant 
and orthodox churches, has a budget 
of over $12,000,000 to aid .these mi- 
grants to leave Europe, to provide them 
shelter, employment, and all other ne- 


cessities of life for those who can be~ 


brought to American shores. If enough

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Brother Emil J. Naef, Field Secretary 
-of Church World Service, working with 
the Northern California Council of 
Churches, received a letter, written un- 
der date of July 2, from Emil Humberg, 
. General Chairman of the Pentecostal 
| Movement in Germany, expressing grati- 
| tude for the clothing and dried milk sent 
}to our brethren in that country. We 
| quote from the translation: 
“With great pleasure I write to you. 
. Your relief shipment, consisting of 108 
| bales of used clothing (10,500 pounds) 
-and 26 cartons of dried milk (1500 
. pounds ), arrived last month, given to us 
by CRALOG at the request of Church 
_ World Service. 
_ “Upon notice that the vessel would ar- 
tive in a few days, we went to Bremen 
in order to receive and expedite the ship- 
ment to the respective assemblies. When 
we arrived in Bremen we were told that 
the ship had already unloaded the car- 
go. We were therefore not able to take 
pictures of the “Gretna Victory,” the ship 
that carried the valuable goods ... We 
made efforts to photograph the shipment 
in the warehouses, but we were not al- 
lowed to enter Government premises. 
“We contacted the brethren and as- 
semblies of the Free Pentecostal circles 
immediately all over Germany, and final- 
ly agreed to designate Pastor Ecke in 
Datteln, Westphalia, who is a very reli- 
able brother. He fought much for the 
cause of the Full Gospel during the war 
years with the Hitler regime .. . The gar- 
ments and the whole dried milk was dis- 
tributed according to the size of the re- 
spective congregations and to the satis- 
faction of all concerned. 

“IT sent advanced notice to all the pas- 
tors and asked them to acknowledge re- 
seipt of the shipments when received. 
Only one shipment, to Leipzig in the 
Russian zone, has not as yet been ack- 
nowledged. Since mail circulation is 
very slow, it will take a few additional 
weeks to hear from Leipzig. 

“May I assure you and all the brethren 
who have given so sacrificially and gen- 
erously that we here in Mulheim and 
many other families, some of them dis- 
placed persons dispersed over this terri- 
tory, do appreciate the garments, under-

And as a result, a 
convention will be held from August 10 
to 13 in Broder Schober’s. church in 
Stuttgart. The main object of this gath- 
ering, when all the representatives of the 
entire Pentecostal organizations and cir- 
cles in Germany will meet, is to discuss 
possibilities of closer co-operation and 
methods among the brethren of like prec- 
ious faith. It is my great desire that the 
Lord will give us a greater measure of 
the gift of wisdom and knowledge, which 
will enable us to become one great body 
of Full Gospel believers who will be rec- 
ognized and be able to do exploits for 
God and His kingdom. 

“I wish all the dear brethren who 
have done so much for us God’s choicest 
blessings and blessings for your personal 
welfare and ministry .. .”

(Translators Note: Rev. Emil Hum- 
burg is the General Chairman of the Or- 
ganized Pentecostal Movement, which 
was organized soon after the outpouring 
in 1905 and 1906.

: Women’s 
Sierra Leone, West Africa. 


Kroo Missionary Council, Freetown, 


From Sister Daisy Kennedy, Freetown, 
Sierra Leone, Africa, comes the follow- 
ing letter: 


“On behalf of our Women’s Mission- 
ary Council of Freetown, we are send- 
ing greetings to the W. M. C. of North- 
ern California. We have a very active 
group of women in our Kroo church and 
I wish we could come in a mass to camp 
meeting. The women would lend color 
and life to the camp, I can assure you. 
They want to send greetings and a spec- 
ial “thank you” to the churches whose 
women sent donations and gifts of ma- 
terials for quilt blocks. We have a num- 
ber of quilts which have been sent on 
to the native workers in outstations in 
Liberia. The picture is of about half 
of the women holding the quilts they 
made. Two of the quilts had already 
been sent on. The woman at the ex- 
treme right in the picture is Daisy Doe. 

“Sewing is not the only activity of our 
W.M.C. During the session each week, 
many a time a woman will stop sewing 
long enough to bounce up to her feet 
and praise the Lord and get them all to 
sing. There is never a dull moment. 

“We are having a special meeting next 
week at the church to display our handi- 
work and all the people, men included, 
will come. One of the women will give 
a message and there will be a demon- 
stration of their memory work. I wish 
some of you could be with us on that 
night. I love my women’s work, and I 
want to thank those of you who sent 
help towards it. It is very difficult now 
to buy sewing thread here. I wonder if 
any of your women have any of those 
big, big spools of thread. They would 
be just the thing to use here. Our needles 
with big eyes are about diminished, too. 
I spend all my spare moments between 
meetings cutting quilt blocks, for the 
women waste the material. Maybe some 
of the womens groups would be able to 
cut three, four or five-inch squares for 
us. If anyone should wish to send some, 
please declare them as “Quilt scraps, no 
commercial value. Donation from mis- 
sionary society.” 

“So now as our Kroo women would 
say in their native language, I will close 
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with “Tato’, or thank you, and God bless 
all our sisters in America.” 

From Australia comes word from Sis- 
ter Frances Ferguson: “Thank you for 
the pamphlets regarding the Women’s 
Missionary Council. I have been giving 
them out along the way and _ talking 
about our work in the U. S. A. The wife 
of the State Chairman of Queensland is 
very interested and may start something 
of that nature here. There is a real 
scope for that work over here. I have 
traveled by plane, train and bus and 
have seen wonderful scenery, jungles like 
in New Guinia, tree ferns, the Great Bar- 
rior Reef, all kinds of tropical fruits, 
kangaroos hopping about, and have held 
kola bears. Best of all, our Lord let me 
minister to hungry hearts and gave us 
souls along the way.” We are happy for 
this good report from Sister Ferguson 
and let us remember our sisters in Aus- 
tralia as they contemplate starting a W. 
M. C. 


The Bible School at Manila, Philip- 
pine Islands, is in need of a piano that 
will stand the tropical climate, writes 
Mrs. E. M. Brengle.

They are not padded with supposition 
and guesswork as to the activities of 
those of whom the alumni secretary has 
no definite record. 

“Effort is being made to contact more 
of the graduates who through the years 
have lost contact with the Alumni Asso- 
ciation. By another year, it should, be 
possible to revise our figures upward.

this center wall is buttressed by huge pil- 
lars. Between these pillars they have 
built large grain bins, forming a parti- 
tion down the center of the church. In- 
to these bins the believers pour their 
tithes of corn, millet, and rice. This 
year over 187 five-gallon tins of grain 
were brought to the storehouse. They 
are supporting 14 full-time workers and 
were taking on two more next month. 
This is not Assemblies of God (Ameri- 
ca) as some are prone to write it, but 
Assemblies of God (African) as God 
would have it. 

We visited one Roman Catholic mis- 
sion and maternity hospital and_ three 
other Evangelical missions. One of these 
is an independent mission, but holding 
for the Acts 2:4 experience. I should 
say this, I am sure: where missions are 
conducted by Spirit-filled personnel, the 
growth and development is at least a 
hundred-fold greater than where this 
tenet of our faith is ignored or refused. 
This is so evident as to attract attention. 
We have the message of the hour. Pen- 
tecost-touched tongues glorifying Christ 


is the answer today—as in every day. 
There is no commendation of our mis- 
sionaries or African workers that would 
be adequate. I have been thankful for 
each of them. As treasurer of one of our | 
own West Coast mission-minded church- 
es, I have been pleased to forward 
money to the Foreign Missions Depart- 
ment. But sending money to mission- 
aries and meeting them in the environs 
of their foreign ministry are two distinct- 
ly different matters. I had known about 
them—now I feel I know them.
